on the material side his whole life it 
vigorous, manly, healthful. 

There are hosts of such men, and 
their number la Increasing. One find* 
among them many of the most Influ- 
ential men in the community, leaders 
In the profession* and in finance. 
They work hard five or six days In the 
week, and play hard one or two days 
They are stronger men than their fa-

In what they are doing, but in what 
they are leaving undone It I* right 
and wise that they should build up 
the physical life but It is wrong and 
foolish t hnt they .hould dwarf the 
spiritual life — N Y Outlook.

I do 
not know of anything more doleful 
than the companionship of the mere 
faamakers of the world — the Thomas 
Hoods, the Charles IdUBM, the 
diaries Mathewaea of the world -the 
men whose entire business it il to 
mnkr sport. They make others laugh, 
but if you will examine their auto- 
biography or biography you will find 
that down in their soul there was a 
trrrific disquietude, laughter is no 
sign of happiness. The maniac* 
laughs. The hyena laughs. The loon 1 
Biiuing thr Adirondncks laughs. The j 
drunkard. dashing his decanter 
against the wall, laughs. 

There is a terrible reaction from all 
•infill amusement and sinful merri- 
ment Such men are cross the next 
day. They snap at you on exchange 
nr they pa.-s you, not recognizing you 
Long ago 1 i|iiit mere worldly society 
for tlte reason it was so dull, so inane 
and so stupid My nature is voracious 
of joy. I must have It. 

I alwaya walk on the sunny side of 
the street, am) for that reason I have 
crossed over Into ChriatlM lOciatT. I 
like their mode of repartee lielter. I 
like their style of amusement better. 
They live longer. Chri-t.an people, 1 
■ometimi-s notice, live on when by all 
natural law they ought to have died 
I have known persons who have con- 
tinued In thrlr existence when the 
doctor said they ought to have been 
dead ten years. Kvery da> of their 
existence was a defiance of the lawa 
nf anatomy and physiology, but they 
had this supernatural vivacity of the 
(iospel in their soul, and that kept 
thrm alive. 

Pad H) or 12 Christian people in a 
room for Christian .•.nun -ation. and 
you will from eight to ten o'clock 
hear more resounding glee, see more 
bright strokes of wit and find more 
thought and profound satisfaction 
than in any merely worldly party. 
Now, when I say a "worldly party" I 
mean that to which you are invited 
because under all the circumstances 
Of the MM it ia the beat for you lo 



MMr under all circumstances of the 
case It ia better that you go, and, 
laartag Hie shawls on the second 
floor, you go to the parlor to give for- 
mal salutation to the host and the 
hostess nnd then move nr.. und, spend- 
ing the whole evening in the discus- 
■IM of the wenthrr nnd in apology 
for treading on long trains and in 
effort to keep the corners of the 
■aetb up to the sign of plensure, and 
going aroaad with an idiotic he-he 
about nothing until the collation is 
tarred, Bad then, after the collation 
1- lereed, gxrfag bnck into the parlor 
to resume the weather, und then at 
the close going at a very late hour to 
thr host and hostesa and assuring 
them that you have had a most de- 
lightful evening, and then passing 
down off the front steps, the slam of 
Hi.- daot the only satisfaction of the 
evening. 

I knnw there is n great deal of talk 

about the self denials of the Chris- 
tian. I hate to tell you that Wat era 
the Christian has one self-denial the 
man of the world has a thousand 
-rlf denials. The Christian is not 
COBiaiaadad to surrender anything 
that is worth keeping. imt what 
float 



man deny himself who de- 
nies himself the religion of Christ? 
He denies himself pardon for sin. 
In- denies himself peace of conscience, 
I..- deaksa himself the joy of the Holy 
fihost, he denies himself a comfort- 
able death pillow, he denies himself 
the glory of Heaven. Do not talk 
to nie about the self-denial of the 
Christian life. Where there is one 
in Hie Christian life there is a thou- 
sand in the life of the world. "Her 
ways are ways of pleasant nesa." 

Again, I find a great deal of re- 
ligious sunshine in Christian nnd di- 
vine explanation. To a great many 
people life is an inexplicable tangle. 
Things turn out differently from 
what was supposed. There is n use- 
less woman in perfect health. There 
is nn industrious and consecrated 
woman a complete invalid. Kxplain 
that. There ia a bud man with $30,- 
ihmi of income. There is a good man 
with *-iKl of income. Why is that? 
Thrrr i- a foe nf uirn ty who liti s on. 
doiag nil the damage he can, to 7S 
years of age. ami here ia a Christian 
father, faithful in every department 
of life, nt X". years of age taken away 
by death, his family left helpless. 
Rjrplalfl that. Oh. there ia no sen- 
tence that oftener drops from your 
lips than this: "I cannot understand 
It. I cannot understand it." 

W< II. now religion comes in just at 
that point with its illumination and 
ita explanation. There is a bMaMM 
man who has lost hia entire fortune. 
Hi. week before he lost his fortune 
there were ;o carriages that stopped 
at the door of his mansion. The 
w.rk after he lost hia fortune all 
the carriages you could count on one 
finger. The week before financial 
trouble began people all took off 
their hnta to him as he passed down 
the street. The week his financial 
prospects were under discussion peo- 
ple just touched their hats without 
rinywlse bending the rim. The week 
that he waa pronounced Insolvent 
people just jolted their h-ads aa 
they passed, not tipping their hats 
at all. and Ihe week the sheriff sold 
him out all his friends were looking 
In the itore windows as they went 
down past him. 

Now. while the world goes away 
from a man while he is In financial 
distress, the religion of Christ comes 
to him and says: "You are sick, and 
your alcknesa ia to be moral purifi- 
cation; yon are bereaved. C.od 
wanted in some way to take your 
family to Heaven, and He must begin 
somewhere, and so He took the BM 
that was most beautiful and was 
most ready to go." I do not any 
that religion explains everything in 
this life, but I do say it laya down 
certain principles which ore grandly 
consolatory. You knnw business men 
often telegraph In cipher. The mer- 
chant in San Franciaco telegraphs to 
th- merchant in New York certain 
information in cipher which no other 
man in that line of business can un- 
derstand, but the merchant in San 
Francisco has the key to the cipher, 
and the merchant in New York lias 
the key to the cipher, and on that 
information trnnsmitted there are 
enterprises involving hundreda of 
thousands of dollars. Now, the provi- 
dences of life sometimes seem to be 
a senseless rigmarole, u mysterious 
cipher; but God has a key to that 
cipher and the Christian a key to 
that cipher, and, though he may 
hardly be able to spell out the mean- 
ing, he gets enough of the meaning 
to understand that it ia for the best. 
Now, ia there not sunshine in that? 
Is there not pleasure in that? Far 
beyond laughter. It is nearer the 
fountain of tenrs than boiaterout 
ilemonst ration. Have you never cried 
for joy? There arc tears which are 
eternal rapture in distillation. 

There are hundreda of peopla who 
arc walking day by day in the sub- 
lime satisfaction that all is for the 
best, all things working together for 
good for their soul. How a man can 
get along through this life without 
the explanation is to me a mystery. 
What! Is that child gone forever? 
Are you never to gat it back? Ia 
paw property gone forever? Have 
you no 1 -v planat um. no Christian ex- 
planation, and yet not a maniac? 
Hut when you have the religion of 
Jesus Christ in your soul it explains 
everything ao far as it ia best for 
you to understand. You look off in 
life, and your soul is full of thanks- 
git ing to C.od that you are so much 
better off than you might be. A man 
passed down the street without any 
shoes and aaid: "I have no shoea. 
Isn't it a hardship that I have no 
shoea? Other people have ahoes!" 
until he saw a man who had no feet. 
Then he learned a lesson. You ought 
to thunk (iod for what Ha does in- 
stead of grumbling for what Ha doaa 
(iod arranges all the 



.he moral weather, aa well aa 
natural weather. "What kind 
areather will it be to-dny?" 
tome one to a farmer. The farmer

You will make 
the tour yet, during one musical pause 

'In the eternal anthem. I eay theso 
things for the comfort of those people 
who are abridged In their opportuni- 

I ties, those people to whom life is hnm- 
lrum, who toil and work and nspira 
ifter knowledge, but have no time to 
^et It, and say: "If I had the oppor- 
tunities which other people have, bat* 
I would fill my mind and aoul with 
?rnnd thoughts!" He not diacouraged, 
tny friends. You are going to the uni- 
versity yet. Death will only matricu- 
late you into the royal college of rlie 
universe. 

Besides that, we shall hnve all the 
pleasures of asaoeiation. We will go 

1 right up in the front of God without 
any fright. All our sins gone, there 
wiil be nothing to be frightened about. 
There our old Christian friends will 

1 troop around us. Just as now one of 
your sick friends goes away to Florida, 
ihe land of flowers, or the south of 
France, and you will not see him for 
a long while, and after awhile JTM 
meet him, and the hollows under the 
eyes are all filled and the appetite has 
come back and the crutch has been 
thrown away, and he is so changed you 
hirdly know him. You say. "Why, I 
never saw you look ao well." He says:

:ird. IS'.IS. The Presbytery of l'tah. 
as orpjbodj knows, is a responsible 
and conservative body of ministers 
and elders as our own Presbytery. 

Being ou the ground and iu pi>s- 
session of all the facts, we commend 
to the public their statement as true 
aud absolutely worthy of all confi- 
dence. 

Tbe statement of the Presbytery of 
l'tah contains seven articles, of which 
we quote the third, fourth anil seveuth. 

"Third: Another phase of the pres- 
ent day iu l'tah is that the people 
are beiug urge to 'live their religion.' 
This would seem a desirable thing to 
do. Uufortuually. however, this 
phrase has au application here other 
than that understood by people unac- 
quainted with the 'misteries of Mor- 
nionism.' One 'lives his religion' in 
Utah who has entered the 'celestial 
order of marriage' and 'cohabits' with 
all his wives Of such cases more 
than two thousand have come to our 
notice, and this living has resulted in 
tie- birth of more than oue thousand 
children since statehood was granted, 
January 4th, I See article in 
The Independent for March 3rd last, 
by Professor M. E. Jones.
